Housing Development 
Marion to Evaluate Little Neck Proposals 

The Marion Affordable Housing Trust announced 
this week that it had received proposals from the follow- 
ing three developers for the expansion of the Little Neck 
Village (LNV): 

• Community Builders, Inc.; 

• E. A. Fish and Associates; and 

• Housing Investments, Inc. 

Each of these companies has been active in build- 
ing affordable housing in the South Coast area. A total of 
ten different design options were proposed. Some of the 
options are 100 percent age-restricted to seniors, while 
others are mixed family and seniors. All of the options 
provide for more affordable housing for seniors than the 
12 units which presently exist today. 

Most of the proposals provide for the current 
LNV residents to stay in their apartments during the 
construction period. Varying across the proposals, the 
resulting size of Little Neck Village grows to 42 to 59 units 

Following the provisions of the MGL Chapter 
30B, Section 6 procurement law, a seven-member pro- 
posal Evaluation Committee was appointed this week by 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust, in which:

The garden, which sits just south of the library between 
the tall pines just beyond the green at the intersection of 
New Bedford Road and Route 105, was a labor of love for 
all involved in the project. Debra Holden, Mr. Santos' sis- 
ter, said that the family wanted to create something that 
would reflect her brother in an appropriate manner. 

"Steve loved the town and we wanted something 
that showed that," she said. "We thought that it was a 
nice way to honor his memory. His girls are big readers 
and writers, so we felt this was fitting." 

The garden features a stone walkway that is remi- 
niscent of the yellow brick road from The Wizard ofOz. As 
the path makes its way from the parking area towards the 
gazebo, the stones swirl around the garden in circular pat- 
terns that draw visitors to each of the many elements that 
create a magical place. 

As Library Director Gail Roberts said during her 
remarks, "We want this place to be used by the whole 
town. We can see this as a place where wedding pictures 
and picnics, concerts and a whole myriad of other uses 
(take place)." 

Ms. Roberts also pointed out how the many ele- 
ments of the project were gathered. The Santos family 
found the sculpture of the bronze children reading on a 
bench in High Point, North Carolina. Peter Gross donated 
the memorial leaf sculpture marker at the head of the path 
and the marker for the step from the town's original sev- 
enteenth century Meetinghouse. The marble benches that

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity, and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

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I. Robot

WALL*E. With the voices of Ben Burtt and Elissa Knight. Directed 
by Andrew Stanton. Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: G. 

Even a robot can become human by watching old movies. Specifically 
old musicals in which people dance and hold hands. WALL«E, a deter- 
mined little trash compactor on wheels, diverts himself all day finding bits 
of debris left behind by the humans who departed Earth 700 years ago. 
But really all he wants is someone's hand to hold. WALL m E is a thoroughly 
charming and intensely moving film about loneliness and devolution, and 
how both conditions can be corrected. I don't know if it's a masterpiece; 
what I do know is that it is perfection. The movie has a strong simplicity 
that rivals, and sometimes equals, Steven Spielberg's E.T. It's E.T. for the 
iPod generation. 

WALL«E's routine is broken one day by the arrival of EVE, a sleek 
robot who looks like a first-wave iMac crossed with an owl. EVE zips 
around the barren planet, scanning for signs of organic life. She locates a 
plant, still alive inside a refrigerator. (Between this movie and the fourth 
Indiana Jones film, wherein Indy rode out a nuclear bomb blast inside a 
fridge, it certainly is the season for this heretofore unheroic appliance.) Her 
directive is to take the plant back to the massive spaceship Axiom, where 
bloated humans suck up liquid meals and are catered to by machines. By 
then, though, WALL«E has already fallen hard for EVE. She nearly kills 
him a few times, of course, but eventually she calms down and is intrigued 
by this skittish, humming little packrat. 

Directed by longtime Pixar animator Andrew Stanton (Finding Nemo), 
WAEL 9 E gets a lot of mileage from slapstick but is just as capable of almost 
indescribable beauty. Consider the sequence in which WALL«E and EVE 
float in outer space. He's propelled by a fire extinguisher; she zooms around 
on her own power. Earlier, in WALL«E's cramped hidey-hole, they try 
to dance along to the musical playing on WALL«E's videotape but can 
only manage a clunking, floor-shaking parody. Here in weightless space, 
their dance becomes a pursuit-and-retreat mating ritual, and when they 
face each other on opposite ends of the wide frame it's like the old scene 
with lovers running towards each other across a field. Stanton suffuses the 
movie with love of movies, and love as seen in movies. It's a true all-around 
valentine. 



Some have called the satire of oblivious, hapless consumers — and 
the corporation that dictates their lifestyles — a bit heavy-handed. I didn't 
find myself noticing it much; I imprinted on lonely little WALL«E early 
on and never lost his emotional thread. Once he sees EVE, nothing will 
keep him from her. This faceless robot, with camera eyes that tilt upward 
in despair or wistful hope, is the most expressive character we're likely to 
see at the multiplex this summer. Veteran sound man Ben Burtt is the voice 
of WALL«E, ringing endless joyous or crestfallen variations on one or two 
words; he's matched beautifully by Elissa Knight, who as EVE manages to 
invest a word like "Directive" with volumes of regret and apology. I can 
see why some people will prefer the first third and grow weary of the more 
conventional hijinks aboard the Axiom; perhaps it's because WALL • E and 
EVE are so magically right together that one wouldn't mind turning the 
entire 97 minutes over to them cooing and bleeping at each other. 

Movies by theirvery nature are manipulative. WALL»Ecomes honestly 
by the tears it earns, not just in the sad moments but in the moments of 
bliss. Past a certain point I'm not really qualified to review the film as an 
adult, since I quite readily regressed to about six years old through most 
of it. I can tell you that the six-year-old laughed and cried and was with 
WALL«E every step (or roll) of the way. But the adult also found things 
to love. Among other things, WAEE m E is a testament to the human ability 
to improve and transcend: even 700 years after Earth became too toxic to 
sustain life, there's still hope. And if you're a stinky little trash compactor 
on wheels who just wants to hold someone's hand, there's hope for you, 
too. WALE m E is the most generous and romantic vision to hit mainstream 
movies in a very long time.
